The series events which began with speech the Supreme Soviet 
May which announced the capture American spy flying over the 
Ural mountains, and ended with his fantastic press conference Paris May 18, 
indicated that some unexpected shift had occurred Moscow. While Western 
journalists found enough copy this keep them writing for weeks, their colleagues 
Eastern Europe were not fortunate. Deprived the old guiding line, and with 
clear indication what the future might bring, the East European press could 
little more than echo the statements made their Soviet mentor. 


PEOPLE EASTERN got their first intimation that the summit might 

The Czechoslovak 
Party organ Rude Pravo (Prague) began disillusion its readers May 13, with 
the observation that President prestige had “fallen greatly.” Previously, 
the paper said, had appeared that President Eisenhower would play “positive 
role” improving East-West relations.

October. 

Systematic stealing and vandalism are egregious forms 
hooliganism. (In Bulgaria, for example, all 
juvenile crimes are thefts.) Breaking windows, removing 
park benches, puncturing automobile tires, wreaking havoc 
trains and streetcars—all the familiar litany random 
destructiveness regularly recited the indictments before 
the juvenile courts. 
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These teenage marauders generally operate groups, 
about whose inner workings little revealed the Com- 
munist press. Poland the only Soviet bloc country 
have published the results intensive investigation into 
teenage gangs; some these show patterns similar those 
the West. 

study the formation, composition and activities 
gangs published Nowe Prawo, (Warsaw) December 
1959,* divided them into two genres: those engaged 
crimes against property, and those engaged “hooligan 
‘The majority (63 percent) belong 
the first category. ‘These are usually made three 
seven boys, fewer than the hooligan gangs. The mem- 
bers are drawn together neighborhood acquaintance 
and common dislike school, resulting truancy and 
finally compulsory voluntary quitting. Their crimes 
decreasing order seriousness 


include: robbery attacks 
passersby, taxi drivers, drunks; breaking into 
stores, houses, schools, sheds, passenger cars; 
thefts from recreation rooms and open-air markets; thefts 
building materials from outdoor stockpiles, bicycles 
left the street, passengers’ luggage railroad 
picking pockets; and finally, stealing poultry 
and yards well flowers and fruit from gardens. 

the second category are groups boys which engage 
hooligan activities only sporadically and others which 
pursue them systematically. Members the latter variety 
drink heavily, going out into the streets afterwards for the 
express purpose beating someone, starting fight, 
breaking bona fide youth gathering. 

addition, the mentioned fringe 
groups boys, somewhat younger, who are chiefly inter- 
ested diversions which their parents, schools youth 
organizations could not not provide. Hooligan excesses

INTERVIEWS HUNGARIAN JUVENILE COURT 
NEPSZABADSAG (Budapest), July 12, 1959 


The court proceedings have been going for days. 
There were sixteen them|—the gang leader 25, 
the others 15-20 years age. Two young divorced 
women were also members the gang: they filled the 
roles procuresses and fences. 

They are the terror the State grocery stores, the 
tearooms, the private cars left outdoors.

Most important, the hooligans not aspire 
conscious influence the national life, but the “wise guys” 
are ambitious: “they have their plans, they try get 
scholarships, build careers, and occupy key positions.” 


CAUSES AND FACTORS 


ONCE PREVAILING belief that juvenile delinquency 

spawned slums has been cast into doubt the 
postwar rise youthful crime alongside the growth mass 
prosperity the West, and the existence delinquents 
all levels income and education. (Indeed, some West- 
ern observers are now suggesting that general affluence 
can foster delinquency for variety reasons.) Poverty 
still major strand, but only one whole tangled 
complex roots. 

Some the factors which contribute demoralization 
youth American cities are insignificant Eastern 
Europe. The racial and ethnic frictions are with few ex- 
ceptions absent. The cult violence attributed some 
critics comic books, movies and television the West 
does not afflict the Communist State-controlled mass media, 
which are scrubbed clean the point sterilization. The 
problem created narcotics traffic appears, happily, 
marginal one Eastern Europe,* although liquor plays 
much larger part juvenile crime.

Lack employment for legitimate leisure hours also 
major factor juvenile delinquency.

Official pronouncements the Communist regimes 
generally assert that juvenile delinquency declining 
the Soviet bloc countries, although statistics and of- 
ficial action bely such claims. Only Poland, the frank- 
est and most open the Communist societies, admits 
that juvenile delinquency has risen and still rising 
under the system. The Bulgarian Narodna 
Tribuna February 1960, said that since 
the 1944 Communist youthful crime had 
dropped three percent the total, thus “placing our 
country among the foremost the world the decline 
juvenile delinquency.” The Bulgarian press has vir- 
tually ceased report cases juvenile delinquency 
since 1958, and the situation Romania veiled 
official obscurity. 

The official figures published Hungary court 
proceedings against juvenile delinquents show consist- 
ent and sharp decline 1958, and slight rise 
that year, continuing into 1959. The State Prosecutor, 
Dr. Geza Szenasi, declared during the parliamentary 
debate the 1959 budget that the number juvenile 
criminals had further decreased during the previous 
year. (Nepszabadsag, February 21, 1959.) But the 
provincial press this period (1958) reported con- 
siderable rise the number convicted delinquents, 
and Nogradi Nepujsag (Salgotarjan), said July 
1959, that although decreasing, juvenile crimes are 
more serious nature than the past.

Although Poland had produced 
significant philosophers early the 13th century, and 
Polish imitators Hegel had achieved their most spectacu- 
lar results metaphysical system-building the 19th 
century, most historians would certainly agree that the pe- 
riod between the two world wars was the most productive 
and brilliant period the history Polish philosophy. 


The Influence Twardowski 


This, large extent, was the result the influence 
and personal example extraordinary teacher phi- 
Lwow. The most eminent professors philosophy Po- 
land between the wars were Twardowski’s students, and 
was often considered the spiritual father what 
sometimes called the school philosophy. 
But this group philosophers, who were predominant 
the Polish universities, did not form the usual 
meaning the term. They were not linked common 
allegiance certain specific doctrines, but rather shared 
certain general attitude which could and did lead 
divergent philosophical positions. Their approach philo- 
sophical inquiry was characterized rejection all 
striving for maximum clarity and precision expression, 
great attention the problems language, distrust 
grandiose but nebulous and irresponsible philosophical 
speculation, and profound belief the philosophical 
relevance the methods symbolic logic developed 
the 20th century. use the comparison recently made 
popular Isaiah Berlin, Twardowski’s pupils were, 
the whole, the side the intellectual “foxes” rather 
than the intellectual “hedgehogs.” They preferred the 
“reason Ulysses,” exemplified mathematics and 
empirical science, the “reason Plato” understood 
most metaphysical system-builders the history 
philosophy. They preferred know many small, well es- 
tablished things than look for ultimate key all the 
riddles the universe. Although there are many similari- 
ties between this approach and the attitude the Vienna 
Circle, most Polish philosophers this group were not 
logical positivists. 

only natural that this climate opinion much 
attention was paid logic, which—as well known— en- 
tered new period development the turn the cen- 


tury. Polish contributions the new field symbolic 
logic made Poland one the most important international 
centers research logic, semantics and the philosophy 
mathematics. The names the leading Polish logicians: 
Lukasiewicz, Lesniewski, Tarski (now the University 
California Berkeley) and their numerous pupils, 
became familiar philosophers and mathematicians all 
over the world. Among the philosophers who made exten- 
sive use the new logical and semantic tools their re- 
search, the two most influential were Kotarbinski, who 
and Ajdukiewicz who represented radical 
conventionalism. entire new generation younger 
scholars was brought under the influence these teach- 
ers. Irrespective doctrinal differences, all them were 
deeply committed the ethos free rational inquiry, and 
resolutely opposed all those forms authoritarianism, 
dogmatism and irresponsible speculation which often pass 
for philosophy. 

Although this general attitude was predominant Po- 
lish prewar philosophy, other movements and other ap- 
proaches also had their representatives. the aforemen- 
tioned Warsaw logicians, the names Chwistek and 
Sleszynski Cracow should added. Roman Ingarden 
also former student Twardowski and later 

represented phenomenology. His numerous works 
aesthetics, philosophy literature, theory knowledge 
and ontology, published both Polish and German, 
placed him among the foremost European representatives 
this philosophical school. The group neo-Thomists was 
also very active, and one the interesting developments 
within this group was attempt apply the new logical 
and semantic techniques Thomistic philosophy. 


Philosophy and the State 


These rather cursory remarks are intended suggest 
what was implied “the Polish philosophical tradition.”

Thus In- 
dia may conceivably not eliminate its 
caste system but modify the con- 
text urban, factory-centered, so- 
with universal suffrage. 
larly, the alternative Russia may 
not mass-consumption democ- 
racy. other countries the world 
there may exist whole range po- 
litical alternatives that have little re- 
lation the experience theory 
the West, including that Marxism. 

How does Rostow’s theory compare 
with that Marx? Essentially the 
broad area disagreement 
Marx proceeds from the viewpoint 
economic determinism, while Rostow 
accepts the fact that the reasons for 
human behavior are far too complex 
explained purely economic 
grounds. Both human and social be- 
havior reflect numerous factors, and 
any given act represents 
among those factors—social, political, 
economic. One may certainly 
agree with Rostow this—and the 
desirability humane society where 
various interests can have their play. 
Rostow quite correct 
the importance economic develop- 
ment and the desirability ex- 
panded economic as- 
sistance program the developed 
countries. This may well the most 
important problem foreign policy 
for the United States the future. 
But Rostow’s somewhat mechanistic 
stage theory has weakness which 
that Marx does not—it tends 
over the difficulties growth, 
especially those resulting 
nomic conflicts within 
the underdeveloped countries. eco- 
nomic aid program can assist 
transition period, but the aiding coun- 
try better aware the problems 
and difficulties recognizes some 
the group conflicts that Marx 
stressed.
